SECTION 1. That when a number of legal voters of any potion for «u
county in this State equal to one-half the highest number of
votes cast at the next preceding general election, in such
county, shall, at least thirty days previous to the next en-
suing election, petition tho County Commissioners of such
county to be allowed to vote on the removal or location of
the County Seat of such county, to any point within such
county, the said Commissioners shall cause to be inserted in comminioncn
the notices for the next general election, an article requiring to^1'eDotlc*oi

the voters of such coanty to vote on the removal of the County T0

SEO. 2. The voters of any county so notified, shall vote
at tho noit general election on the removal of their County
Seat, by ballot, written or printed, as follows : " For County B»Uot-fonn of
Seat at ," ( filling tho blank with tho place named in
the petition,) or " Against County Seat at ," ( filling
the blank as above,) and if a majority of the votes cast are
for the point named in tho petition, then that place shall be
the County Seat, otherwise the County Seat shall remain as
above.

SEO, 3. The votes for uiid against tho 1'omoval of the canvwa.of vote •
County Seat shall be returned and canvassed in tho same
manner as the votes for county officers.

SEC. 4. No County Seat in any county in this State shall
be removed in any other manner than that prescribed in thiscradi
Act ,except by the amendment or repeal of this Act

offices to the point so elected as the County Seat.

SEO. 6. AH special acts passed by this Legislature pro-
t, viding- for submitting1 to a vote of the people the removal of
nr«- the County Seat, in any county in this State, organized pre-

vious to the first day of December, A. D. 1857, are hereby
repealed.

SEO. 7. This Act shall take effect from and after its pas-
sage.

SECTION 1. That if any person shall, within this State,
kili any dcer or clk betweci1 the first day of February and
the first day of September following, he shall, for every such
offense, forfeit and pay the sum of fifteen dollars, to be col-
lected by a civil action before any Justice of the Peace hav-
ing jurisdiction thereof, which sum so recovered, shall be
paid by such Justice to the proper officer, for the use of
common schools in the school district where the oSTcnse was
committed.
